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NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 15 May 
2009 has been entered. In this amendment, claims 1 and 9 have been amended. 

2. Supplemental Amendment, received on 15 June 2009, has been entered into 
record. In this amendment, claim 9 has been amended. 

3. Claims 1 -1 5 are presented for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 5 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of 15 January 2009 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 discloses of sending an access control list containing information 

indicative of a private IP address assigned to said communication unit to a mediating 
apparatus on said IP network from said VPN gateway unit, said mediating apparatus 
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being a separate and distinct apparatus from the VPN gateway unit. This feature, in 
combination with the other limitations in the claims, is not anticipated by, nor made 
obvious over, the prior art of record. 

Claim 9 discloses of ACL storage means for storing an access control list, 
hereinafter referred to as ACL, sent from said VPN gateway unit and containing 
information indicative of a private IP address assigned to said communication unit. This 
feature, in combination with other limitations in the claims, is not anticipated by, nor 
made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
